The autlior. who belonged to the Cbi^bti order, give.-; a detailed 
account of bis family, fob .5S3''. Tt would appear that one of his 
ancestor.s. .^baykh Da’ud. einigraied from BalkJj to India, and -ettlefl 
in Radawli (Thornton's Rudauli), Oude, during the time of Sultan 
‘Ala-ud-Din fflillji of Delhi (a.ii. (it)o-715 = a.o. 1290-131ti). 

Da'iid's grandson, Shaykh .Ahmad ‘Abd-ul-Haqq, who was .i 
KhnlUnh of Shavkli J.ilal Paiupati, and died, l.A Jumada. a.h. S.37 = 
.\.D. 1433 (see fob .AllG''). was a renowned saint He and his lineal 
descendants exercised spiritual supremacy in Radawli. On the death 
of the author's brother. Siiayldj Hamid bin .Shaykh Qutb-ud-Din.

The author, who has been mentioned under No. 423, gives a 
detailed account of his life at the end of this work. Ho tells us that, 
during his four years’ stay in Siwistan, he devoted most of his time 
to the study of historical and poetical w’orks. He made selections 
from the poetical works of ancient and modern poets, and compiled 
a Tadkirah in a.h. 1145 = a.1). 1732, entitling it Yad-i-Bayda. This 
work received a wide circulation. Subsequently, when he came to 
Ilatiabad, he obtained fresh materials for the work, and prepared an 
improved edition in a.h. 1148 = a.d. 1735. The date of completion 
is expressed by the chronogram tAo aj ^ . The author 

proceeds to say that, two years later, he went on a pilgrimage to the 
holy places of Mecca and Medina; and on his way back, while he was 
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staying at Aurangibad, he received a letter on the 4th Ramadan, a.h. 
1150 = A D. 1737, from Mir Muhammad Yusuf of Bilgram. stating that 
during his absence from India a certain inhabitant of Banaras (name 
not givenh after removing the author's name from the Tadktrah, had 
circulated it as his own, and had distributed copies of it in several 
places. The author remarks that anecdotes and saying-? in the work, 
derived from rare compositions, had been boldly appropriated as his 
own by this ' Banarasi thief,’ as if the latter had wiitten the 
Tarlkirah after collecting the facts tor himself. ” But," lie adds,

Walih. in the preface, traces back his genealogy to -Abbas, the 
uncle <d the Prophet. On the invasion of Hiilaku KJian and the 
dow nfall of the ‘Abbasid dynasty, some member.s of the latter fled to 
Dagi'tan, and settled there. Their connection with the house of 
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‘Abbas had great influence over the Lazgis of that place, who re- 
cognised them as thier chiefs, and gav’e them the title of Shamklial 
Jliw-X- . This Shamkhali dynasty, to which our author belonged, 
ruled the Lazgis for many years, and gave eminent officers to royal 
courts. One of the forefathers of Walih, who was a])poiated Begler- 
begi of Erivan by Shah Safi, and received the title of of Safi Quli 
Khan, left tuo sons. Fath 'All Khan, the Wazir of Sultan Husayn, 
and Mihr AH lOian, of whose four chihlreu. the last. .Muhammad 
'All Kiian, the father of Willili. was appointed ReglerbekU of Erivan. 
A.H. 1126 = .ad. 1714, and died, .according to Azad and the Buhar 
Lib. Copy of Rivadu^i-Shu ara. fol. 343'. in a ii 112S = a.d. 1715. 
but according to Rieu and otlier.s in a.h. 1129= a. o. ITlfl 

Path -.Ali Ivliau wa.s deposed from tlie Wazirate in a.h. 1133 = 
.A.D. 1720, and with him all his relative.s were removed from their 
offices. This unhappy incident was followed by the terrible Afgan 
invasion of Persia under Mahmud Wian in a.h. 1134 = a.d. 1721. 
and the author’s relatives remained distracted and helpless under 
the sway of the Afgan conquerors, when, in a h. 1142 = a.d. 1729, 
Walih, who was born in Isfalian, Safar. .v.H. 1124 = a.d. 1712, and 
after his father’s death had returned to Isfahan, attracted the 
attention of Shah Tahmasp Safawi. In his early days, while Walih 
was pursuing hi.s studies in a Muklah at Isfahan, he fell in love with 
his cousin, Kliadijah Sultan. She was betrothed to him; but their 
union was prevented by the Afgan invasion and her forcible marriage 
to Karimdad, the slave of Mahmud lylian. This exercised a very 
painful influence over Walih, and made the remainder of his life sad 
and unhappy. The romance forms the .subject of a Masnawi entitled 
■ Walih wa Sultan,’ by Mir Shams ud-Din Eaqir Abbasi Dihlawi. 
Thedeath of Shah Tahmasp (the author’s patron), in a.h 1144 = a.d. 
1731, intensified the wretchedne.ss of Walih’s life in Isfahan. He left 
for L'dia. and through the influence of I’aushan ud-Daulah and 
Burhan ul-Mulk Sa‘adat Klian obtained access to the Dihli Court, 
and received from Muhammad Shah the command of four thousand, 
the post of second Mir TuzuU, and the title of Zafar .Jang.

We 
learn from the preface that he performed several journeys to Akbar- 
abad and Shahjahanabiid, and in the cour.se of them enjovod the 
society of a great many learned men and scholars. From them he 
collected a vast number of verses and poera.s. which he preserved 
carefully.

The author, better known as Qadi Niir Ullah. traces his descent 
from Imam Husayn. He belonged to the distinguished Mar'ashi 
Say vid family of Shusldar. He came to Lahore, and was appointed 
Qadi of that place by .Akbar, in succession to Shaykh Jlu in who 
died in a.h. 995= a.u. 1586. He commenced this work in Lahore 
A.H. 993 = A.D. l.')So, and completed it in ah 1010= a. o. 1601. 
Bada’uni, who speaks of Nur Ullah highly, says that the Qadi wrote 
a very learned opinion on the ‘ worthless ’ Tafsir of Faydi. In his 
present work the author expresses hatred of the Sunnis, and makes 
vehement attacks upon them. In the conclusion he fervently re- 
quests Shi ah readers to conceal the work from their adversaries (i.e., 
the Sunnis) ; lest, says the author, iiaving obtained information of 
the sacred places of the Shi ahs, they should destroy or otherwise 
injure them. The ilajalis stirred up the feelings of the Sunnis, and 
at their instigation the author was flogged to death by order of 
•lahangir. According to the author of the Karfif-uI-Hujub, this took 
place in a.h. 1019 = a. u. 1610. Other works written by the Qadi 
are ; (3^* i-iXA , etc.

A defective copy of the Khdtimnh of the rare work Ma’asir-i- 
Hahimi. ^ 

Author: ‘Abd-ul-Baqi Xahawandi . 

The first eleven lines of the preface are wanting. The twelfth 
line runs thus : —

The author gives an account of himself and his ancestors at the 
end ; foil. 245“'-257*’. From this account we learn that he was born 
in Julak, one of the dependencies of Xahawand in Kamadan. The 
date of his birth, expressed by the chronogram j»~=i aaJU jL ■ 

fob 245'’, is A.H 978= A. D. 1570. For full particulars of his family 
and connexions, he repeatedlj' refers to Amir TaqI-ud-Din’s Tad- 
kirak, entitled Ma’asir-ul-Kliidriyah, which was dedicated to. and 
named after his brother, Aqa Oidr, and to Amir Abu’l Baqa’s 
Tadkirah, dedicated to Shah ‘Abbas. The author then proceeds to 
say that on account of some disturbances which occurred during the 
reign of .Shah Isnia'il, his family left Julak, and settled in Nahawand, 
where his ancestor.s received rent-free tenure from the Shah. His 
father, IHiwfijah Aqa Baba, with the poetical nom de plume 
was made a Wazir and Nazir of Hamadan by Shah ‘Abbas, and his 
two brothers, viz., Aqa Kliidr, who wa.s also a Wazir, and JIuhammad 
llida, also enjoyed the warm favour of that Emperor, while the 
author himself was made the revenue officer of Kashan, Ray, Qazwin 
and Qumm. It so happened that the author’s spiritual guide. .Amir 
AIugig-ud-Din ‘.Ali Mahwi Asadabadi Hamad.rni. who was Musdkih 
to the celebrated ' Abd-ur-Rahim KJian i Klianan, returned to 
Kashan in a.h. 1006= a. d. 1,597. and informed the author of the 
munificience and learning of the Ixlian-i-Kiianan. This led pre- 
>ently to the author’s deciding, upon incurring the displeasure of 
the King, to leave his native country, where by this time he had 
become Wazir in place of hi.® brother, Aqa Kliidr, who had been 
killed. In T)u!qa‘d. a.h. ]02.3 = a.d. 1614. he arrived at Burhanpur 
in Kliandish, and was received with re.spectful welcome by the Klian. 
i-Klianan, who ordered him to write the present work. He was made 
Amin of the Deccan and Berar, in which capacity he continued to 
di.'charge hi.s duties, to the highe^,t satisfaction of his patron, till 
Safar. a.h. 1020 = a. d. IGIO. .A contemporary note in the margin 
^ays that, after serving the Klian-i-Kiianan for a long time, the 
author, after his pation’s fall, went to Alahabat Kiian, and on his 
recommendation obtained the favour of Prince Paruiz the second 
^on of Jahangir), who made him the Dhvdn of Bihar and Patna.

The Ma’a.sir-i Rahimi, completed in a.h. 1025 = a. ri. 1616. is

The present copy, comprising the Khdtimnh. coiitain.s notices of 
contemporary philosophers, physicians, learned men and calligraph- 
ers, military officers under the command of the Khan-i Klianan. 
and poets who addressed laudatorj' poems to him. 

There are several gaps in the earlier part of the copy, and most 
of the folios are out of order, w'hile patches of thick paper pasted 
over them here and there render the contents illegible in several 
places 

It begins w ith notices of the learned men and philosophers who 
enjoyed the IHian-i-Klianan s favour. The first name mentioned is 
Maulana Farld-ud-Din Dihlawi, fob 3'^, of whom the notice extends 
to fob 4'>. Nearly tbrec-fourt hs of fob 4'> is left blank. The section 
treating of the physicians is not separated by any distinguishing 
mark. The lower part of folio 17'', and the whole of fob 17’> and 
18®. are blank. 

Foil. 18'’-2()'’, containing an account of the poet , belong 
to the section on poets. 

Foil. 22® blank. 

Foil 22’’-23'’, containing notices of the poets

on poets.

Not dated ■ apparently 17th century. 
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Marginal note.s and emendation.s. sonie of M'bich appear to be 
contemporary with the text, are found throughout the copy.
